“The state doesn’t pay” for 
local services, why should we 
have to pay for state services?"* 


Flinn said the state should 
leave current programs intact, 
borrow $600 million over a three- 
year period and gradually make 
cuts in places which are deemed 
appropriate. 


“There are too many things 
that are too hard to swallow. 
with this,’ Flinn said. ““Yet Gov 
Edgar can be a bit bold with our‘ 
money with three years until re- 
election time.”’

Add a bit of 
basil and cheese flavored with-garlic to 
enhance the same flavors used on the. 
meat. Drop some herbs at the edge of 
the fire to promote flavorful steaming 

Flavors can extend to crusty stuffed 
bread, too. Cut a loaf of Italian or 
French bread in half lengthwise 
Sprinkle the bottom half with a favor- 
ite cheese. Add herbs of choice, sliced 
green onion, toasted walnuts, minced 
red onion or sliced ripe olives. Add 
thinly sliced bell pepper and mush- 
rooms if kabobs are the entree 
Replace top. Wrap tightly in aluminum 
foil.
